The Parks and Recreation SDCs for a particular non-residential development are determined by: 
 
1. dividing the total building space (square feet) in the development by the number of square feet 

per employee (from the above Table), round to the nearest one-tenth, and  

2. multiplying the result (from Step 1) by the SDC’s Per New Employee rate.
